Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Supplemental Amendment, filed 10/1 1/2006, with 
respect to Claims 1-18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
1-8 has been withdrawn in view of the Supplemental Amendment as well as the phone 
interview conducted on 10/5/2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per Claims 1,4,6, and 8, the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests 
the limitation of performing the transactions at the first node up until the a commit or 
update operation occurs before performing the two-phase commit operation in 
conjunction with the other nodes as well as performing replication of all of the 
transactional steps or operations at the remote nodes. 

All other Claims depend from one of Claims 1, 4, 6, and 8.
